I believe that the church of which I am a member is 
the one church of the New Testament. Others believe like­ 
wise concerning their religious affiliation. Others have not 
enough courage or conviction to believe anything. Look into 
your Bibles. 
There you will find the Lord’s church, the 
church of Christ, with all its identifying characteristics, one 
of which we have already discussed, the name of God’s people. 
Now. let us look at another of those identifying marks of 
the New Testament Church.

Lord’s church 
started in 33 A.D. or, to be more exact, whenever the events 
recorded in A cts 2 took place. No before 
not after. 
Some 
claim a beginning time for their church back in the days of 
Abraham or Moses. 
Some advance a little further and say 
that theirs started in the days of John the Baptist. If you 
are a member of a church that started at any time earlier 
than Acts 2. then you can be sure that it is NOT the church 
Jesus promised to build. But most churches have had their 
beginning down this side of A cts 2. 
The Catholic Church 
was not known, as such, until the 6th or 7th century. Luther, 
Calvin, and Zw'ingli, w'ere contemporaries of the 16th cen­ 
tury' and all churches coming forth out of their efforts and 
those which sprung forth during the Reformation are all 
too late to be the Lord’s church. 
His started in 33 A.D.. 
A cts 
2. 


Then, of course, space does not permit me to enumer­ 
ate all those starting the 18th, 19th. and even in the 20th 
century. 
But look into your own religious history. Look in 
your manual, 
your discipline, 
your catechism. 
Ask 
your 
preacher. 
And. remember, any that started before oi after 
t he events of Acts 2 are branded as being the works of m an’s 
own hands, and not of God. 
“Every plant which my heav­ 
enly Father hath not planted shall be rooted up.” 
(Matt.- 
15:13), 
But, what about the church of Christ? 
Remember, the 
original seed. God’s W >rd, when planted back in 33 
\.D ., 
brought forth the church belonging to Christ. 
And, every 
seed shall bring forth after its kind. That same seed planted 
today will produce exactly the same result as it did then 
the church of Christ.
